Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the claims were discussed in view of the prior art references, in 
particular the Lebold et al. reference, in which only Figures 1 and 7 specifically disclose casting of molten metal to form 
the involute structure. However, it was suggested to clarify the claim language, as well as adding "molten metal" 
before "pouring basin cavity" in independent claims 1 and 24, to help define over the prior art, as apparatus claims 1 
and 24 have been previously written in such a way that any castable material could be poured, not just molten metal. 
Claims 2 and 4 were also suggested to be combined into claim 1 to distinguish over the 35 USC 102(b) rejection over 
Meloche. Minor claim language clarifications for method claim 34 were also suggested. An amendment with the 
above changes/clarifications will be forthcoming as early as tomorrow (7/27) to meet the 3 month deadline from the 
mailing of the Office Action of April 27, 2004. 
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
